Then—cause for optimism. At the 
moment city council was expected 
to decommission all of their outdoor 
pools, they went another way, 
ordering instead a series of public 
consultations into how they may be 
rejuvenated.

UNLESS YOU'VE BEEN LIVING AT THE 
bottom of a coalmine without a 
cable connection for the last five 
years, you already know that North 
America’s major news media are in 
trouble. 

After 9/11, American news that 
was critical of the US government 
drew advertiser censure and ‘ patri 
ot” boycotts, Bush administration 
cheerleader FOX News became cock 
of the walk, and timidity hit even the 
tony New York Times, which bowed 
to the political climate in its hiring of 
the hopelessly retrogressive colum- 
nist David Brooks. CNN, which 
made its bones and its name with 
daring, independent, and interna 
tional 24-hour news, began aping 
FOX and found itself muddled and 
moribund 

That's why Canadian Paul Jay has 
announced plans to raise $25 mil 
lion, even fifty bucks at a time if nec 
essary, to launch a global television 
network featuring “serious news 
and full-spectrum debate.” 

Set to launch in 2007, Independent 
World Television would be viewer- 
funded—with no corporate funding, 
no government support, and no 
advertising. 

The plan is to get half a million 
people to donate at least $50 each. 
Jay, the creator and executive pro- 
ducer of CBC Newsworld’s Counter- 
Spin and an award-winning film- 
maker (Return to Kandahar), began to 
believe it could be done when he 
was watching the international anti- 
war protests in February, 2003. Fif- 
teen to 20 million people all over the 
world marched against war in Iraq. 

“To have that sense of urgency, to 
have that sense of commitment, to 
have such a worldwide conscious- 
ness was unprecedented,” Jay said. 
“Tt occurred to me, if we could har- 
ness the economic power of the pas- 
sion those people felt, we could now 
fund an independent television net- 
work.” 


IDEALISTS UNITE! 

Given the might of the corporate 
media, one might dismiss the ambi- 
tious endeavour as quixotic were it 
not that IWT has a lengthy roster of 
international heavy-hitters involved, 
and has already accomplished its 
start-up goals. Among those who 
have signed on are Naomi Klein, 
Harper's editor Lewis Lapham, 
Canadian Auto Workers Union 
President Buzz Hargrove, 
actor/activist Janeane Garofolo, 
Gore Vidal, Indian journalist Sid- 
dharth Varadarajan, David New- 
man in Israel, and South African 
filmmaker Jyoti Mistry. The team 
behind former US presidential can- 
didate Howard Dean's phenomenal

THE TRUTH IS OUT THERE 

This is IWT’s mission, in its own 
words: “Informed by a commitment 
to social justice and respecting diver 
sity of opinion, [WTnews will focus 
on news ¢ other media ignore or sup 
press, and on individuals and 
groups that are transforming the 
world.” 

Boring, you say? IWT also promis 
es that “complex issues will be 
addressed with energy, bite and 
wit.” That spirit got an airing recent- 
ly at the National Conference on 
Media Reform in St. Louis, where 
the IWT proposal sparked some 
atom-splitting reaction 

Programming plans include 
shows on film and culture and 
something called Skewer, a political 
satire show in the same vein as Thx 
Daily Show. Instead of commercials, 
IWT will run witty sound bites and 
short films from comedians and 
other commentators between pro- 
grams. As The Daily Show has 





demonstrated, it’s not only possible 
to combine information and enter- 
tainment, it’s desirable and popular, 
if done well. But so few do it well in 
the corporate news media now. 

“The people doing the hiring have 
so little imagination. We need to cre- 
ate the kind of storytelling that will 
engage people,” Jay says. 

But isn’t this kind of news cover- 
age all just preaching to the choir? 

“How do you define the choir? 
The choir we think we're preaching 
to is people who want uncompro- 
mising journalism.”

Jay also points to coverage of the 
last budget, which included $45 bil 
lion dollars of corporate tax cuts.

SOUNDS MORE LIKE AN EXPOSE OF 
unseemly happenings behind the canvas, but 
Arf # | is actually the first in a series of loosely 
organized graphic scrapbooks. There is some 
attempt at keeping to the stated purpose of 
“exploring the unholy marriage of art and 
comics,” but mostly it appears to be an 
excuse for editor Craig Yoe to throw togeth- 
er work by some of his favorite artists, with 
short appreciations tacked on. 

Yoe, a cartoonist, writer, and designer of 
some note, has some pretty eclectic taste, 
and the result is informative and fun, if slightly 
jolting in its layout. There's no attempt to 
organize along historical or “schools of art” 
just intuitive groupings of styles or influences. 
Fine art and underground comix collide with 
mainstream newspaper strips and Marvel 
Comics, with Surrealist or Surrealist-inspired 
drawings taking over a large chunk of space. A 
fair number of early Salvador Dali cartoons 
are splashed over three pages, along with 
examples of Dali’s effect on mainstream 
comics of the '50s and '60s, including one 
notably psychedelic cover of Nick Fury, Agent 
of Shield, running from a Dali landscape of 
melting docks and shadow figures. Superhero 
and romance comic legend Jack Kirby is sin- 
ged out for his Cubist tendencies (a full 
reprinting of the bizarre Love is a Many Splat- 
tered Thing), as is animator Milt Gross 

Gags involving artists and nude models are 
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explored in dassic newspaper strips, the Cap- 
tain and the Kids and Sally Forth are reprinted in 
full, along with a slew of single panel cartoons. 
It’s a junk drawer of scribblings; early cartoon- 
ist Henry “Hy” Mayer shares space with 
adventurer comics pioneer Wally Wood, 
while iconic "60s artist Robert Crumb (Zap 
Comix, Mr Natural) bumps up against the art 
nouveau inspired drawings of Antonio Rubi- 
no. 

Best of all, there's an eight-page pictoral 
history of the familiar “What, Me Worry” kid 
so familiar to Mad Magazine readers as Alfred 
E Newman. Running from late-|9th Century 
hayseed to mid-20th near respectability, 
emblazoned on postcards, comic strips, 
advertisements, and greeting cards, all carrying 
the freckled face, big ears and idiot gap- 
toothed grin. For that alone Arf would be 
essential for anyone interested in the develop- 
ment of comics, or the hazy intersection

HE'S WON THE EISNER AWARD, THE 
comic-world equivalent of an Oscar; 
McSweeny’s wunderkind David Eggers, Simp- 
son's creator Matt Groening, and late night 
(sometimes) funnyman Conan O'Brien have 
all heaped praise upon his strips. His name is 
Tony Millionaire and his comic is called 
Maakies. 

Okay, prerequisite understanding of his 
high standing in the margins, quite literally, of 
pop culture in tow, let’s examine a sample 
from his latest collection, Der Struwwel- 
maakies, to see if we can suss out the fuss 
for ourselves, shall we? 

An expertly crosshatched and shaded 
panel opens from the poop’s-eye view of an 
outhouse; a large pair of stubbly testes pokes 
through the hole, as does an equally sizable 
feces (en route, as it were). 

While that in itself is comic gold, it's only 


the first pane-—to whit, an alarmed spider 
bites said nutsack, which belongs to an alco- 
holic ape named Uncle Gabby; our hero 
tan't stand the pain and commits suicide by 
blowing his brains out, for the capper, a rac- 
coon takes a dump in Gabby’s now-vacated 
skull cavity. 

Eggers, author of the acclaimed A Heart- 
breaking Work of Staggering Genius, is quoted 
on the book's back cover: “I think Tony Mil- 
lonaire can only do important things.” 

It's a hard statement to disagree with, for 
if your tastes too run towards puerile, 
bizarre, violent, misanthropic, waay-beyond- 
the-borders-of-good-taste humour, then 
Maakies will have you guiltily guffawing at 
these delicately rendered, disgustingly deliv- 
ered send ups of Victorian comic art. After 
all, what could be more important than a 
good laugh? 

But what's Millionaire's M.O.? Are his 
adventures of Uncle Gabby and his pal, the 
equally soused Drinky Crow, buggering, 
barfing, and blasting their way across the

HAVE YOU EVER WANTED TO TASTE A 
scream? To embrace the fear that turns 
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blood cold? Really? OK, like, what the fuck’s 
wrong with you?

Scream Queen, to segue, is one of those 
“dark comics,” pointless except to supposed- 
ly shock. You can always tell an author has 
serious issues when they mix sexuality with 
horror, particularly in the kingdom of graphic 
narrative. Now in the case of Alan Moore's 
From Hell, the blood-dripping macabre of Jack 
the Ripper’s trail is demystified to a Masons- 
run, media-manipulating, conspiratorial and 
intentional blood ritual which literally gives 
rise to the apathy of the 20th Century—the 
idea of which in itself is a greater source of 
terror than any string of murders. That's 
“thinking.” 

Scream Queen, conversely, is merely an 
exercise in contrast-y illustration and weird 
kink. We start out on a lonely highway with a 
refreshingly chunky stripper named Avril 
being picked up by nameless, Camel-smoking, 
VW-driving woman wearing ridiculous sun- 
glasses.

The viewer 
is quite involved in the construction 
and deconstruction of the illusion. 
There's no attempt to hide the tech- 
nology, and I have no qualms about 
revealing how the illusion is created, 
so the viewer can participate more, 
rather than be a passive recipient. 
The viewer decides whether to see it 
as an illusion or as duct tape and

FOR THE PAST 17 YEARS, MAGIC HAS 
been afoot in the riparian expanse of 
Hawrelak Park. In the best of the 
Free Will Players’ productions of 
Shakespeare's most ubiquitous and 
lesser known works, moments occur 
wherein the mosquitoes, clouds, 
drizzle and chill (or conversely, the 
heat) disappear and nothing exists 
except you and the actor onstage 

In Marianne Copithorne’s produc- 
tion of Love's Labours Lost such 
moments abound. 

Ina nutshell, King Ferdinand of 
Navarre and his cronies, Berowne, 
Dumain and Longaville abjure all 
comfort—including the company of 
the fair sex—in order to concentrate 
upon their academic pursuits. The 
plan is thrown into disarray when 
the Princess of France and her ladies 
arrive on a diplomatic mission. 
Forced to receive the women for 
courtesy’s sake, the men of course 
fall head over heels in love. Double 
crossing, disguises and trysts ensue. 
The addition of the comedic charac- 
ters Don Armado, Moth and 
Costard add to the merriment. 

In the best Free Will Players’ tradi- 
tion, Copithorne has transplanted 
the play from its original Eliza- 
bethan setting to a more modern 
one—in this case, the post World 
War Two world of Princess Grace of 
Monaco. Here, the Princess of France 
becomes Grace, in Navarre ona 
diplomatic mission, but also to film 
Spanish Holiday. It'saninventive 
idea, and lends the play a freshly 
suave air.

In the indie-rock scene in the 
States, Canadian bands are clearly 
the hot commodity these days: . 
Death From Above 1979, The 
Arcade Fire, The Dears, Metric... Do 
you get the sense that this new- 
found attention towards Canadian 
bands in the States has also offered 
any openings towards hip-hop 
artists like yourself? 

No, it’s because those bands are all 
unified together, and they all name- 
check each other, and they talk, and 
they hang out, and they go to each 
other's studios... they're creating a 
scene.

IT’S THE RAINY SEASON BACK HOME 
in South Africa, so Albert Mazibuko 
of Ladysmith Black Mambazo is 
enjoying the warm, dry weather in 
Washington, D.C, where the much- 
loved vocal group is preparing for 
the North American tour that will 
bring them to Edmonton on July 
2nd. Summer means festival season 
in North America and Europe, 
which means lots of work for the vet- 
eran ten-piece outfit who have taken 
their mixture of Christian gospel and 
Zulu music all across the globe. Maz- 
ibuko is still tired from the flight, and 
slightly homesick, but he also can’t 
deny the joy of traveling, meeting 
new people, and entertaining mixed 
audiences in foreign locales. Who 
could? 

“Oh yeah, in fact, it’s exciting to 
tour,” he assures quickly, “and for 
me, | like it. It’s something that I miss 
even when I’m at home, I miss being 
on the road.” 

Of course, the rub being that the 
moment that he’s on the road, he 
misses home. 

“That's right! I’ve got a big fami- 
ly,” he explains, “T’ve got seven kids. 
So they keep me busy all the time, 
and in my spare time, something 
that I like to do is go to church dur- 
ing the day, or after hours go house 
to house and pray for people, preach 
and talk to them. If I want to relax, I 
have a garden at home that I like to 
work in. Plant some fruits; it makes 
me feel so good to work with the 
soil, because I grew up ona farm, 
and I miss that.” 

It's certainly been a long time since 
Mazibuko or his singing partners 
have had to work on a farm, or hold 
down a day job, for that matter. 
Started in the late ‘60s by Joseph Sha- 
balala, Ladysmith Black Mambazo 
turned into a full time gig for its 
members by 1973, when they had 
already trumped other regional 
vocal groups in competition and 
started to view their hobby as more 
than a sideline. “Before that, | was

IN THE DARK THEY LIVE 

Just because it has a beat behind it doesn’t 
mean it’s all good-times. Some like a litte 
black in their beats... Kill Memory Crash’s 
American Automatic (*****, Ghostly 
International) might be the best industrial 
dance album ever made and certainly the 
best in the past fifteen years. Taking cues 
from old-schoolers Throbbing Gristle and 
Coil through both the EBM and IDM sound 
and onto techno and breaks, rejoice in the 
fact that industrial dance music is both inter- 
esting and refreshing again... Subharmonic 
was a label created by Bill Laswell to show 
off some of the darkest and oddest sides of 
ambient, hip-hop and dub in its short exis- 
tence in the early 1990s, While some of Sub- 
harmonic In Dub (kx *%¥x, Collision) 
sounds dated, there's still no one else that 
sounds {quite ike Praxis and Death Cube K. 
But note that these are tracks pulled from 
the Subharmonic catalogue, and not new 
dub remixes of the Subharmonic catalogue... 


ELECTROFIXTURE 

The sound of '80s synth-pop and electro 
has worked its way into all of the genres 
recently and the proof lies in the prolifera- 
tion of mixes. Erol Alkan was mashing pop 
and underground records together before 
everybody and his Bugged Out/Bugged In 
double set (*% ky, Resist) reflects that. 
Truly inspired, where else will you hear 
Nirvana flowing into M83 then Deep Pur- 
ple and Soulwax sharing the same spot- 
light? 

Though both in the Kompakt camp, 
Superpitcher and Jeremy Caufield take dif- 
ferent approaches to the sound. Super- 
pitcher reflects the hazy beauty of his Here 
Comes Love album through to his Djing 
style as well. Including everything from the

The Everly Brothers’ bid for commercial 
failure yields an unlikely masterpiece

HERE’S A RECORD THAT ARRIVED JUST 
n time for the Christmas rush. But 
bought it, which really 
vasn't that strange. For the audience, 
must have seemed like a very odd 
record indeed—what with it’s several 
hundred-year-old folk song—record- 
ed by the two Everly brothers, who at 
the time had established themselves 
as one of the hottest acts on the explo- 
sive rock ‘n’ roll scene of the late ’50s. 
They had just released three mas- 
“Bye Bye Love,” “Wake Up 
Little Susie,” and “All | Have to Do is 
Dream.”. A debut album had been 
released earlier that year, and simulta 


1obody 


sive hits 


neously with the release of Songs..., 
the single “Bird Dog” was ascending 
the charts. It would eventually 
become the “top dog,” reaching num- 
ber one in the US and number two in 
the UK. All of this during a single, 
incredible year. 

Songs..., in other words, was hardly 
what the fans expected at that particu- 
lar point in time, but there are two 
explanations for why this album was 
released—one strategic and one musi- 
cal. Let's start with the musical 
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RADIO DAYS 

Brothers Phil and Don may have 
seemed like true blue rock ‘n’ rollers, 
but their musical roots really ran a lot 
deeper than that; they were the prodi- 
gal sons of hillbilly music's classic 
bands of brothers—The Delmore 
Brothers, The Louvin Brothers, and 
the Bolick brothers of The Blue Sky 
Boys. 

The Everly’s dad, Ike, was a legend 
among American country musicians. 
Having started out as a miner back 
home in Kentucky's Muhlenberg 
county, he tired of the dangers that 
labouring underground entailed, and 
towards the end of the ‘30s he, with 
brothers Charlie and Leonard, moved 
to Chicago in order to sing, play, and 
entertain homesick folks from back 
home. After a while, the brothers had 
a falling out, and Ike moved his fami- 
ly to lowa where he and his wife 
Margaret would perform on the 
radio during the days and in front of 
a live audience during the nights. 

Hardly unique for the time, but 
what landed Ike Everly a place in 
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country music history was the fact 


that he was a brilliant, trail-blazing 


guitarist. Since the ‘30s, Ike was had 


been a “picker” that strongly influ- 
enced later guitar legends like Merle 
Travis and Chet Atkins. 

Eventually the Everly boys, Phil 
and Don, joined the family act, but by 
1953 their type of radio entertainment 
was on its way out and the family lost 
its contract. Ike became a barber and 
Maggie trained to become a beauti- 
dan. Phil and Don, who performed 
watertight harmonies with that pecu- 
liar, almost telepathic ability some 
brothers have, continued in the music 


business. 











Don had started writing songs and 
Chet Atkins, who at the time was still 
an unwritten page in the annals of 
country, encouraged them and 
attempted to set them up with some 
of his contacts in Nashville. He con- 
tracted Don as a songwriter and man- 
aged to place some of his songs with, 
among others, Kitty Wells and Anita 
Carter. In November 1955, the broth- 
ers got a chance to perform for 
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Columbia Records’ Don Law, the 
same man who less than twenty years 
earlier had recorded Robert Johnson. 
Law's girlfriend thought the Everlys 
were cute, so Law reached out witha 
recording contract. 

During a rushed session the very 
next day, the brothers recorded four 
songs in twenty minutes, accompa- 
nied by country star Carl Smith’s 
band. Two of the rather anonymous 
songs were released as a single and 
bombed rather spectacularly—bury- 
ing the other two deep within Colum- 
bia’s vaults. The brothers’ Nashville- 
career appeared to be over before it 
had even begun. 

Starvation, literally, forced them to 
struggle on, and by the beginning of 
1957 their luck turned. The influential 
music publisher Wesley Rose took the 
duo under his wings and various 
demo tapes were sent out to a host of 
labels. All said no thanks—except tiny 
Cadence Records. That company’s 
owner, Archie Bleyer, had long 
sought to enter the lucrative country 
music market and the Everlys see med 
to be the means to his end. 


ROOTS ROCKERS 

However, the brothers first record- 
ing session in 1957 turned out to be 
something else entirely; their attention 
had turned from country to rock ‘n’ 
roll. Their harmonies still had a tang 
or two of Kentucky, but with a more 
aggressive and youthful touch. They 
adored the hard and rhythmic way in 
which Hank Williams approached the 
guitar, they had heard and been influ- 
enced by Bo Diddley, and suddenly 
there were four guitars pounding out 
the rhythm of “Bye Bye Love”. But 
their country roots remained beneath 
the.surface. 

“Keep that in mind, and Songs Our 
Daddy Taught Us, with its ancient 
songs and the brother's harmonies, 
seems completely logical. It’s an 
album that's a direct link to the oldest 
roots of country—Soottish shanties, 
medieval English folklore, cowboy 
songs, and a classic “brothers” duet 
from the early ’50s, The Bailes Broth- 
ers’ “Oh, So Many Years”. 

It's an album on which the Everlys 
revel in their roots—a celebration of 
older music that's filled with respect 
and love for the material. The only 
audible instruments are the brother's 
guitars and Floyd “Lightning” 
Chance’s bass, and the simplicity of 
this arrangement give the brothers’ 
harmonies both a space and an inti- 
macy that’s often lacking in their 
other recordings. It may have been 
recorded in Nashville, but it sounds 
as though it could very well have 
been recorded on a porch in Ken- 
tucky, lit by the last rays of a setting 
sun. 


TOO HOT TO HANDLE 
But why was this album’s release 
so lousily timed? Now we're talking 
brothers’ contract with Cadence was 
about to expire at the beginning of 
1959, and chances that Bleyer would 
renew it were slim.

WHAT UP 
SHAWN PINCHBECK? 

A composer for over 20 years in Edmonton, 
Shawn Pinchbeck is a largely self-taught 

and only recently has dipped into academia 
as both an instructor and student. Pinchbeck 
constructs frequently in the electroacoustic 
idiom. He loves classical instruments and 
what many think of as “classical” music and 
employs live instruments in acousmatic 
pieces. (Meaning that he freely makes elec- 
tronic music to accompany live instrumenta- 
tion, and he processes their sounds beyond 
recognition.) For many years he was the 
president of BEAMS (Boreal Electroacoustic 
Music Society) and is proud to be at the 
helm of the society in the role of curator as 
they present the Sea of Sound festival. This, 
the third installment of the Edmonton Inter- 
media Arts Festival , taking place within the 


larger parameters of The Works Festival 
(through July 6), has been placed in BEAMS’ 
hands this year.

THE CRAPPY THING ABOUT GETTING 
advance copies of CDs is that the record 
company doesn’t tend to send liner notes 
and artwork along with it—a huge pet peeve 
of mine, for a few reasons: 

#1. These small-to-midsize labels are 
some of the more vocal digital music haters, 
carping on about the “demise of the album.” 
Well, duh. Send me an album then, so | have 
a reason to recommend people picking it up 
as a physical entity instead of as a series of 
ones and zeroes in their iPod. Make a cohe- 
sive, musically organized set of songs, then 
Stick it in a pretty little package. Woo me a 
little. Getting this ugly, fresh-burnt disc 
wrapped in nothing but a publicist’s rational- 
ization of its importance is the aural equiva- 
lent of a badly fumbled, embarrassingly quick 
sexual event.

#3. A dozen songs on Man-Made. Three 
songwriters in Teenage Fanclub. Four songs 
that are really incredible—wonderful speci- 
mens of craft and sentiment that capture 
what these veteran Scots do best Zombies- 
recalling, reverie-inducing, urgent-yet-vague- 
ly-shoegazing, deeply melodic pop. The first

has already “gone” metal, pop, and acoustic. 
The latest release in the covers series, Punk 
Goes '80s, leaves behind a few nagging ques- 
tions. For instance, how exactly is punk sup- 
posed to “go 80's” when the genre already 
left an indelible mark on both the main- 
stream and underground trends of that 
decade? Punk bands like Gang of Four, Black 
Flag, Dead Kennedys, X, and Bad Brains 
surely deserve to be remembered for their 
influence on the alternative scenes of the 
"80s and beyond. Even the synth-pop of 
bands like New Order and Oingo Boingo 
was the result of a natural evolution from 
post-punk. 

Nevertheless, Fearless brings what the 
kids want—and the kids want their favorite 
punk bands smirking through cheesy covers 
of ’80s pop hits, | guess. The problem is, 
though, that it’s hard to find a single band 
here that could be called an accurate repre- 
sentation of punk rock. Instead, we're served 
with a heap of slick pop-punk and emo 
clones (Relient K, Sugarcult, Rufio, Amber 
Pacific, etc.) doing faithful recitals of songs 
from Tears For Fears, The Bangles, Flock of 
Seagulls, Simple Minds, and others. However, 
there are a handful of good moments: 
Motion City Soundtrack’s cover of R.EM.'s 
“Pop Song 89” is highly effective (and spot- 
on); the literate emo of Gatsby's American 
Dream is a great fit for The Cure; and prog- 
punkers Brazil give The Police's “Wrapped 
Around Your Finger” an atmospheric eeri-

INCHING IN AT JUST UNDER HALF AN 
hour, this somber, graceful effort is lovely 
music for the emotionally exhausted; spa- 
cious, soul-informed indie pop that is as slow 
and meticulous as making origami, with a 
similarly tight, but simple, result. 

For someone who bangs on so much 
about feeling abandoned by his friends 
(absentee pals make an appearance in no 
fewer than three songs), Montréal-based 
Snailhouse brainiac Mike Feuerstack (also of 
Kepler and the Wooden Stars and a Julie 
Doiron collaborator) gets plenty of support 
on this record. Fellow Keplerite Samir Khan, 
Arcade Fire drummer and former Keplerite 
Jeremy Gara, singer-songwriter Aaron 
Booth, and producer Dave Draves labour 
ably alongside Feuerstack to craft a sound 
like a warm summer dusk descending, tex- 
tured and melancholic.

However, 
rumours of studio meddling, a 
repeatedly slashed budget, and 
major rewrites ensued. It seemed 
like Universal didn’t truly want a 
Romero film; they wanted a pop- 


corn film with Romero’s name on 
it. 

The most surprising thing about 
Land of the Dead then, is that it’s 
both a summer blockbuster-type 
film and a George Romero movie— 
seemingly a contradiction. Set some 
time after Day, a colony of vastly 
outnumbered humans exist in a 
walled, heavily fortified city.

OH, THE FILMMAKING TALENT WE'VE 
accumulated in this province.

That can be easily rectified 
by a trip to the Metro Cinema on 
Saturday and Sunday, where the 
Metro Cinema Society has gathered 
together 13 more short films in the 
Prairie Tales series, running the 
gamut from experimental animation 
to slice of life short documentaries.

Lindsay McIntyre's How To Make 
a Phantastik Film is the perfect way 
to start the show, a sly parody of 
‘50s commercial ads, in this instance 
advocating a product called Phan- 
tastik, which is designed to help in 
experimental filmmaking. Pretty 
much the length of time a similar 
ad of that nature would run in the 
‘50s (1 minute), and filmed on 
16mm, How To zips by so quickly it 
takes a moment to realize that 
there's more to it then just wit and 
technique. 

Calgary's Richard Reeves creates 
a swirling, mesmerizing piece of 
non traditional animation with Ele- 
ment of Light (4:30 min), colouring

Pen Pals, by Art Curry, is digital 
CGl as fine as anything coming out 
of Hollywood, and easily as funny.

the “pinch and roll” in porn movies, It’s 
because it looks funny. Instead, they show a 
guy frantically flicking his tongue across a 
woman's clit while she’s moaning and 
writhing in ecstasy, which is crap.
